But such expansion means that we must have a staff of young Canadians 
who will be able to take up the responsible posts which the es- 
tablishment of foreign connections opens, and in the present state 
of education in the Dominion we must look for the lead in these 
matters not to our secondary schools and technical classes--- of 
which there are, perhaps, far too few --- but t5 the universities. 
We shovld lead from the top. 


The Canadian Trade Commission would be pleased to 2 
its fullest assistance to university directors in whatever can 
done to bring this prominently before the public, and would be 
especially glad ts receive an expression of your opinion on the 
possibility and prospect of such a development as is here suggested.
